follow- on action, and Part I should be reworked to 
mSke them more specific as to who should be charge^ 
to do what about what. The following are only 
samples: 
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C. Part II is rather sketchy, hut I think it 
serves its purpose, and the same goes for Part III. 

It is Part I which is the guts of the paper, so it 
Is on Part I that careful attention needs to he 
focused to insure that it clearly points the way to 
what ICS considers needs to be done. 

4. I understand that Ed Proctor may consider the 
paper as "not timely," but I do not agree. The kind of 
problems described in Part I call for some attention. 
Admittedly, the Congressional Select Committees are looking 
warily at some NSA operations, but that should not preclude 
the Intelligence Community from putting forward proposals on 
what it considers needs to be done to put the economic 
intelligence picture in better order.
